Those particular provisions of law providing for the 
annual report of the Secretary of State, are so indefinite as 
to leave the subject matter of a report almost entirely to tho 
judgment and choice of the officer who makes it. * l 

Among other provisions of seetion 77, chapter 102, page 
988, of the general statutes of 1868, state officers aro re. 
quired, in making their annual reports, “to mention all the 
apparent defects, inconsistencies, omissions, unequal or op- 
pressive laws, which they shall have severally discovered, : 
for the purpose of enabling the Legislature to make such 
amendments as will tend to perfect the statute laws of the 
stato.” In eonformity with this requirement, it would seem 
my duty to say that the law. does not appear to specify, as 
it should, the particular breadth or scope of the annual report 
of this office; and there is danger, either, that important 
matters may not be fully stated, or that, in attemptirg to 
enter into details, the report may become voluminous, If 
each particular subject, upon which a report is desired, could 
be specified by law, it would certainly prove a safeguard 
against any contingency which might arise concerning tho 
duties of this office on this subject; and would, perhaps, be 
a source of mutual benefit to tho legislative and executive 
departments of state. Some of our neighboring states 
require, for instance, a tabular statemont of the number and 
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character of companies incorporated during the year; a list 
of the organized counties in the state, together with their 
respective county-seats; the name and post-office address of 
each person to whom a, commission has been issued during 
the year, and for what office commissioned ; and, in fact, va- 
rious other statistieal information; all of which is not only 
valuable to the representatives of the people, in the capacity 
of legislators, but is, indeed, acceptable to the people them- 
selves in their daily pursuits. I have devoted this much 
space to the mention of this subject, because the present 
breadth and style of the report required from this ottico, is, 
by no means, equal to our work of development within the 
state, or our charaeter for enterprise abroad. More special 
reference will be made to the subject of statistics under the 
proper head. 


ENGROSSED BILLS. 


Commencing at the source of a great evil, it is but just 
to the enrolling departments, to the publie printer, and to 
this office, to say that much of the cause of imperfection in 
the published laws of the state, is chargeable to the bad prac- 
tice of the engrossing departments of both branches of the 
Legislature, in interlining, haggling, and otherwise defacing 
printed bills, and then passing them over as “considered en- 
grossed." This does not seem to have bcen the special fault 
of any one person who has heretofore served the state as en- 
grossing clerk ; but is evidently a long-standing evil, which 
has been See followed because it was customary. 


ENROLLED BILLS. 


Although much of the imperfect work of the enrolling 
departments is traceable to the mutilated copy with which 
they are furnished, yet the chief source of error seems to 
be in the general manner of their organization. It matters 
not how well qualified an enrolling clerk may be, if the as- 
sistants are incompetent, much bad work will be the 
result. The custom in our state has been to elect an enroll- 
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ing clerk for each branch of the Legislature, and then choose 
such assistants as may find good friends to recom- 
mend them. These recommendations or endorsements of 
parties seeking these places, are often made without fully 
considering the important qualifieations necessary for the 
work of enrolling. Could we have a stringent law providing 
for the organization of the enrolling departments upon a . 
‘basis of competency, alone, the evil of imperfectly enrolled 
laws might be easily removed, and members of the Legislature 
be saved from the unpleasant importunities of incompetent 
friends. This would, also, be but simple justice to the chief 
clerks of the a departments, who are now held re- 
sponsible for all blunders ip: the work of enrolling, though 
committed by those over whose appointment they have no 
control. Aside from any of these considerations, however, i 
it is a matter of essential justice to the state, that our writ- 
ten records be strictly correct. 

The enrolled laws and joint resolutions of the last ses- 
sion have been bound and tiled as provided by law.

OTHER LEGISLATIVE RECORDS. 


3 


The other written records of the last Legislature have 
been properly filed in this office; but itis'a fact worthy of 
suggestion that, except the written journals, sufficient care, 
is not taken in the full preservation and correct endorsement 
of all the various documentary records of legislative work. 
This is particularly true in reference to our present mode of 
preserving the docket record. With the view, therefore, to 
present a more correct and intelligent history of bills, I have 
eaused blank-docket books for both branches of the Legisla- 
‘ture, to be made to order. , These will, I think, materially 
assist the docket clerks, and at the samo time give a more. 
comprehensive idea of the course and final disposition of . 
bills. There are docket books now on file in this office which 
nowhere show at what session or in what year they were 
written. I have also provided blank books for the minutes 
of the most important committees; these can be filed in this 
office at tho end of the session. Our legislative journals are 
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so correctly and neatly written as to challenge comparison. 
It is gratifying to know that in this respect great improve- 
ment has been made since the journals of the first Territorial 
Legislature were written. 


PRINTED JOURNALS. 


The House Journals have been received from the hands 
of the publie printer, and some of them distributed to the 
members of the last Legislature. The Senate Journals are 
printed, and will be ready for delivery in a few days. 


LAWS. 


The Laws: of the last session were printed and distributed 
in due season. Cure was taken in the work of proof-reading, 
and very great pains in the introduction of proper and im- 
proved side notes and reference titles. Though some few 
typographieal errors appear, yet the judgment of good law- 
yers and good printers is, that considering our imperfect 
system of engrossing and enrolling, the volume is good. 
With tho facilities and experience now at command in this 
office, there is no reason why the next volumo of-our session 
laws may not be tho best ever issued by the state. | 

The sale of laws during something less thon ten months, 
ending October 31st, 1871, has amounted to six hundred and 
eighteen dollars; which sum hasbeen paid into the state treas- 
ury, as provided by law. The money received from the sale of 
books has not amounted to as much as during the last year 
of my predecessor's term. This difference may be accounted 
for by four different causes or reasons, to-wit: First. The sale 
of Supreme Court Reports has been entirely? discontinued 
by this office. I find nothing in the statute law of tho State 
which authorizes the Secretary of State to sell the Reports of 
our Supreme Court; hence the sale of these volumes has been 
left where it properly belongs—to the Reporter of the Su- 
preme Court. Second. There were but few copies of the 
session laws of '69 ard 70 remaining on hand when 1 took 
charge of the office. These were kept chiefly for the use of 
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counties, and were soon exhausted. Had we been well sup- 
: plied with these volumes, one hundred copies of each could 
have been sold by this office during the past ten months. 
Very many more have been required by the counties than 
we have been able to supply. Third. The demand, for our 
general statutes of 1868 is now so nearly supplied, that but 
few copies can be sold in the course of a year. The receipts 
from the sale of this volume are constantly decreasing. 


Fourth. The report of the Secretary of State for the year - 
1870, evidently embraced the sales of one year, instead of 


the fractional part of the year always included in the first 


year of the term. This difference may be noticed in the fact, 


that while the term begins with the second week in January, 
the fiscal year closes on the 30th day of November. 


There are more than one thousand copies of the general 
státutes of 1868 still remaining on hand. These will be 
needed, and will, in fact, be soon exhausted in supplying the 
various sessions of the Legislature and the different counties 
throughout the state. In view of the great demand for the 
session laws of '69 and '70, by the old counties as well as the 
new ones, seven hundred copies of each have been printed 
and bound in one volume, by the publie printer, upon my 
order, and will be ready for distribution in a few days. The 
order for a reps of these laws seemed an imperative duty; 
and as the appropriation, made by the last Legislature for 
public printing, has been sufficient to cover the expense in- 
curred, it is hoped that this action will meet the hearty 
approval of the Legislature. The fact that these volumes 
have been so soon exhausted, is of itself sufficient argument 
in behalf of the importance of providing for the printing of 
a larger edition in the future. At least four thousand copies 
of our next session laws ought to be printed. In addition to 
the present insufficiency, there is good cause for a larger and 
more liberal dissemination of our laws. Many officers in the 
state, and federal officers resident here for the time being, 
who are not entitled to a copy, ought to be included in the 
list designated by«law. In one particular instance, there 
seems to be an error of omission in that section of the law 
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which preseribes what officers are entitled to a copy of the 


Statutes; for while every other county officer is mentioned, 


the county surveyor is not named in the list. As heis a 
regularly constituted and duly elected county officer, whose 


duties are prescribed by law, there is certainly no good rea- 


son why he should not be furnished with a copy of the 
statutes for his guidance. In connection with the subject of 
the distribution of laws and journals, it may not be amiss to 
say that, in this particular, the law appears to be greatly in 
need of amendment. By reference to section 9, page 545, of 
ihe general statutes of 1868, it will be observed that the ex- 
pense of the distribution of the Laws and Journals must be 


"borne by the counties; therefore, it has been the custom of 


this office to send the Laws and Journals intended for the 


members of the Legislature, to the county clerk, to be for- 


warded by him to the person or persons entitled to receive 
them. For some reason, this mode of distribution has not 
given general satisfaction; as much complaint is made by 
the members that the books are not receivod. This trouble 
might be remedied by authorizing the books to be sent direct 
to the members, either by mail or express, with charges for 
transmission prepaid by the state. 


SUPREME COURT REPORTS. 


The 5th volume ofour Supreme Court Reports was printed 


Boon after the adjournment of the last Legislature. The spe- 


cific number of copies required by law to be deposited in this 
office, were delivered, and the proper distribution made. 
Moro than thirty copies remain on hand for the use of new 
counties, when organized. Many of the oldest counties in 
the state have also been furnished, during the past year, with 
copies of previous volumes, which they claimed had never 


been received.

PUBLIC PRINTING. 


The work of the public printer, for the past year, appears 


to be fully up to the.specifications of the law. In order to 
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make a plain and intelligent record of the transactions be- 


tween the Public Printer and the State, I have caused a 
system of blank vouchers to be adopted, wherein the work 
is specified according to its particular class. These blank 
vouchers were drawn and printed to my order. By their 


use the business between the state and public printer is so. 


much simplified by system as to be easily comprehended. By 
comparison with the former mode of measuring and certify- 
ing to this work, the system of blanks recently adopted by 
this office, will be foànd to be a valuable and much needed 
improvement. These youchers are now made in triplicate: 

one for the state anditor, one for the publie printer, and ong 
for this office. These certificates of work measured for the 
public printer should, all means, be recorded in a book 
provided for that purpo e. In this respect the law might be 
improved by an amend/ment, as it makes no provision for 
such record. The law relating to the public printer also re- 
quires amendment in one or two other particulars. There are, 
for instance, certain kinds or classes of work, required from 
time to time, which cannot be correctly ánd justly measured 
under the head of any particular class designated in the law. 
There is also a provision which requires the delivery of all 
work to this office. If this were so amended as to provide 
for the filing in this office of one or more copies of each job 
or newspaper insertion, to be kept as vouchers, and in addi- 
tion only require the receipt of the officer for whose depart- 
ment the work is done, showing that the number of copies 
charged had been duly delivered, much confusion and incon- 
venience might be saved to the different departments, and 
the rights and interests of the state be still fully protected. 


STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


By the provisions of section 10, chapter 150, page 334, 
of the session laws of 1871, the state board of equalization 
ig required to revise the apportionment made by the board of 
railrond assessors: The law does not specify the time at 
which the board of equalization shall meet for the perform- 
ance of this duty. In view, however, of the requirements of 
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other sections of this law, it seemed the urgent duty of the 


. board to meet soon after the adjournment of the bóard of 


railroad assessors. As the meeting of the board, at so early 
a date, seemed somewhat a matter of legal doubt, the opin- 
ion of Hon. A. L. Williams, Attorney General, was solicited 
upon this point. That opinion favored immediate action, and 
a meeting was accordingly held in the office of the State Au- 
ditor on the 9th day of June, 1871, at which no change what- 
ever was made in the dpportionment adopted by the board of 


‘assessors. Of this fact due notice was given to the county 


clerks. The board again met for the work of general equal- 
ization, as provided by law, on the 14th day of August, 1871; . 
but, owing to incomplete returns, were compelled to adjourn 
from day to day until the 30th day of August, when, most of 
the abstraets of assessment being in, they proceeded with 
the work of equalization, which was finally concluded on the 
2d day of September. Notice of this action was sent to the 
county clerks, as required by law. No return of assessment 
was received from the county of Wallace. 


BOARD OF STATE CANVASSERS. 


The board of state canvassers met in this office on the 
day specified by law; but, owing to the fact that complete 
returns had not, at that time, been received from a consider- ` 
able number of counties, they were unable to finish their 
work until the 18th day of December, when they finally ad- 
journed with the vote of the following counties not returned, 
viz: ` 

Mitchell county, no returns. 

Sümner county, no returns. 

Greenwood county, no vote cast for railroad assessor. 


All returns which had been received at the time of the 
first meeting of the board, were duly canvassed on the 27th, 
28th and 29th days of November, 1871. When this much of 
the work was done, I communicated by telegraph with all 
county clerks of the delinquent counties, who were within 
reach of telegraphic communication. Meanwhile I dispatched ` 
special messengers to some of these counties, with authority 
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to bring in the returns, as is provided in section 36, article 3, 
chapter 36, general statutes of 1868. For the services of two 
messengers the Auditor of State has issued certificates of in- 
debtedness, for which appropriations are respectfully re- 
quested. 


STATISTICS. 


Under the head of statistics it is simply necessary to say, 
that the rapid growth and consequence of our state invites 
many inquiries after valuable statistical information, for tho. 
compiling and publication of which no adequate provision 
has ever been made by law. By reason of this condition of 
affairs, this office is often placed under the humiliating neces- 
sity of contessing to strangers, in response to their inquiries, 
the unpleasant truth that it is ignorant of many of the most 
valuable facts and figures of our material and political his- 
tory. In other states it is customary to compile and publish, 
through the office of Secretary of State, tabular statistics 
upon such subjects as agriculture, banking, climatology, com- 
merce, horticulture, manufactories, mining, social statistics, 
&., dic. The figures upon the various subdivisions of the 
above named subjects might be gathered ánd published av 
little expense to the state. 


CORPORATIONS. 


That portion of the Jaw regulating incorporated compa- 
nies, which requires the filing in this office of an annual 
statement from such corporations.as do a business for profit, 
is not specific enough in its character to be well understood. 
While the law prestribes a penalty for failing to make this 
annual statement, there seems to be some doubt about how 
and when to proceed against those companies which have 
become liable for this penalty. If thero could be some 
amendment to tho law, whereby failure to comply with this 
requirement would work a forfeiture of corporate rights, it 
might be productive of much good. Very many companies 
have failed to make this annual statement, as provided by 
law. 
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l LAND TITLES. 

My attention was called, during the summer past; to the 

fact that there appeared to be some discrepancy between the 

: record'of the General Land Office, at Washington, and the 
record of this office, concerning the description of lands 
granted by the general government to the State of Kansas 
for internal improvements. This was ascertained from the 
fact that the State had conveyed to individuals certain de- 
‘scribed tracts, the title to which, it was claimed, still vested 
in the government of the United States. Individuals inter- 
ested in the matter addressed letters of inquiry to the Genoral 
Land Office at Washington, the replies to which caused meto 
make full inquiry into the subject. Finding; by comparing 
these letters with the recorded abstract in this office, that 
they did not agree, I turned to look for the original abstract 
of title to the first selection of the 500,000 acres of lands. 
After thorough and repeated search, I was somewhat aston- 
ished to find that the original abstract was not on file in this 
ofice. Although a title paper and an original document, which 
is not permitted by law to be taken from the office, yet up- 
on inquiry, I learned that from some cause it had been taken 
from the office some years since and placed in the hands of 
the state land commissioner, who claims to have transferred 
it to his successor in Office. 

Failing to find the original abstract, and yet unwilling 
to humiliate our state by an unnecessary statement of 
the facts in the case, 1 finally, on the 7th of October last, 
7 addressed the following letter to the Hon. C. Delano, Secre- 
| tary of the Department of the Interior, at Washington; still 

i. hoping that our record might be correct, and that the original 
abstract might be found. The reply of the Secretary of In- 
terior and the letter of the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, subjoined in their proper order, will explain the exact 
condition of the difference at this date: 


STATE OF KANSAS, OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF STATE,“ 
TorERKA, October 7th, 1871. 


Hon. C. Delano, Secretary of Interior, Washington, D. C.: 
SIR: Having recently read a communication from the 
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General Land Office to a citizen of this state, denying that the 
title to certain lands, which have been conveyed by the state - 
of Kansas to certain individuals, ever vested in this state, 
and claiming that said title is yet in the government of the 
United States, I have deemed it advisable to make the fol- 
lowing statement, and would most respectfully solicit any 
informetion thereon which your department may feel disposed 
to give. 

First. By the 8th section of the act of Congress of Sep- 
‘tember4th, 1841, the state of Kansas, when admitted into the 
"Union, became entitled to five hundred thousand acres of 
land, the selection of four hundred and ninety-five thousand 
five hundred and fifty-two and twenty one-hundredths acres 
of which was approved by the Honorable Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, on the 12th day of April, A. D. 1864. 

Second. The records of this first selection, as shown by — 
this office, do not seem to agree with the. records of the same 
transaction as shown by the General Land Office at Washing- 
ton, viz: By the records of this office it appears that 

The east half of section 20, town. 19, range 4 basti 

The south half of section 21, town. 19, range 4 east; 

The whole of section 24, town. 19, range 4 cast, , 

Were embraced in this selection to which I have justreferred ; 
but by the communication in question it appears that the: 
samo sections and parts of sections in town. 20, and not in 
town. 19, as above enumerated, were included in said selec- 
tion. 

Third. Inasmuch as the state of Kansas has conveyed 
the said lands, first above described, to individuals whose. 
titles are thus involved in doubt, it would geem especially 
important that the cause of this difference in description, if 
there be any, should be ascertained, and the proper remedy 
applied at an early day. 

I would, therefore, most respectfully, but earnestly, re- 
quest that you cause inquiry to be made concerning the 
matter of difference herein set forth.

Sir: In compliance with the request of the department, 
I have the honor to return herewith the letter of W. H. 
Smallwood, Esq., Secretary of State of Kansas, to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and dated 7th inst., relative to an alleged 
error in title of the state to certain lands under the act of 
4th September, 1841, granting 500, 000 acres for purposes of 
internal improvement, and to report as follows : 

The state of Kansas, by its agents, duly selected, on the 
17th of July, 1862, the east half of section 20, south half of 
section 21, and all of section 24, in township 20 of range 4 
east; and the same were approved to said state by the de- 
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partment, March 19, 1864, together with other tracts, amount, 


ing to 495,552.20 acres. 


A certified transcript of said approved list was sent to the 
Governor April 12, 1864, and if said transcript indicates the 
above sections to be in township 19 instead of 20, then it is 
an error in transcribing the same. A comparison of the cer- 
tified list by the State authorities, with the original selections 


made, would show the error, as the State an made no selec. ` 


tion of corresponding tracts in township 19.

PUBLIC ARCHIVES. 


The Archives have been thoroughly assorted, and each 
class of documents arranged in its appropriate place, with a 
sufficient number of sub-divisions in each class to simplify 
the entire history of the State and- Territory, so far as the 
eame has been preserved. It is a matter of much regret, 
however, that many important links are missing in the record 
that should have been kept in this offite. ` Many of theso 
missing documents might be supplied if the Secretary of 
State had the authority to offer liberal exchange of late Laws 
or Supreme Court Reports for their recovery.

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SHELVING AND FURNITURE: 


* 


The last Legislature appropriated three hundred dollars. 


for the construction of shelving and for the purchase of fur- 
niture for this office. The work of putting. up tho shelving 

was let to the lowest bidder; sealed. proposals for doing the 
work having been solicited by advertisement. "The highest 
bid for the first section of the work was five hundred dollars 
more*than the appropriation, and the lowest bid nearly fifty 
dollars more than appropriation. As this bid was accepted, 


and the work satisfactorily performed, tlie second section 


was given to the same party. 
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The appropriation not being sufficient to provide for the 
work required, I felt it my duty to have it done in obedience . 
to the imperative provisions of section 23, chapter 102, page 
976 of the General Statutes of 1868. The work needs no 
commendation from me. It speaks for itself. I have also 
had the furniture used in the Legislative Halls, generally 
repaired. It is getting so old and rickety, however, from 
long and faithful service, that it ought to be condemned as 
worthless, and its place supplied with something more sub- 
stantial and appropriate. 


HEATING APPARATUS. 


The heating apparatus has been generally repaired. 
Several new registers have been put up to order: One in 
the office of the Supt. of Public Instruction, and four in the 
Senate Chamber. Others in the hall of the House and else- 
where in the building, have been repaired. The appropri- 
ation for this work was made upon an estimate which did 
not provide for many repairs which were afterwards found 
to be absolutely necessary. Hence the amount appropriated 
was not sufficient; and an additional appropriation will be 
required to pay the extra expense incurred for these 
repairs. The law makes it my duty to make such repairs, 
and the work has been done with the understanding that it 
cannot be paid for until the necessary appropriation is made,

STATE HOUSE. 


The State House is in good condition, generally. Some 
few repairs of the wood work and glazing have been made, 
but the expênse thereby incurred is small. 


'EX-OFFICIO DUTIES. 


In addition to the duties of the office proper, the Secre. 
tary of State is required to perform a certain number of 
ex-oficio duties. By virtue of his office he is Chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization; is a member of the Board of 
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Commissioners for the management and. investment of the 
State School Funds; is a member of the Board of State Can- 
. vassers; is a member of the Board of Regents of the State 
University; and is a member of the Board of Regents of the 
State Agricultural College. All these various and important 
duties have commanded a portion of my time and labor 
during the past year; and in the performance of some of 
them, I have been necessarily absent from the office at several 
different times. All the incidental expenses of traveling, 
other than railroad fare, have been paid by me, as there is 
no allowance of traveling expenses for this office. Having 
been ealled to the discharge of these duties at times when 
the primary duties of my office seemed to demand my urgent 
presence and attention, [ have sometimes been compelled to 
choose between what appeared to be conflicting interests of 
the State. In making this somewhat delicate choice, I have 
always acted upon the conviction that the duties of the office 
proper, claimed my first attention and service. Notwith- 
standing this, I have been able, during the year, to serve in 
each capacity above enumerated ; and in most cases have been 
present at every meeting of each of these several boards. 


CLERK HIRE. 


Upon the ‘subject of clerk hire I have but little to say. 
The amount appropriated for this purpose, by the last Legisla- 
ture, wàsall that was asked.. Yet it is the same amount 
which was required two years ago. When I eame into office, 
the recording was at least six months behind. It is still behind. 
In addition to this fact it is my duty to say, that it is highly 
important to make permanent record of many matters which 
it has not been customary to record in this office. Most of 
our neighboring States make extra appropriations for the 
work of preparing the laws for publication, while with us 
that work is paid for out of the regular clerk hire of this 
office, The ordinary clerical work of this office will employ 
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the Secretary and two clerks constantly; and on account of 
the unusual amount of work required of the office during the 
past year, I found it absolutely necessary to employ an addi- 
tional clerk for the period of three months. A portion of the 
expense thus incurred, was paid out of the contingent fund 
of this office; andfor the payment of the balance, the Auditor 
of State has issued, at my request, a certificate of indebted- 
ness, for which an appropriation is asked. In view of the 
urgent necessity of bringing up the records of the office, at 
least one thousand dollars ought to be appropriated in addition 
to the regular clerk hire, for the year 1872. Even with this 
appropriation, i will require hard work to do the legitimate 
business of this office in a correct and creditable manner. 

To answer briefly the questions asked of this department, 
will, alone, require the services of one clerk, constantly. One 
cause of the unusual amount of work with which the office 
has been taxed, during the past year, is the construction of 
new shelving. In consequence, the entire mäss of docu. 
mentary matter, which had heretofore been only temporarily 
arranged, had to be thoroughly assorted and rearranged in a 
systematic manner. This required an immense amount of 
hard and patient work; but the result is satisfactory; and 
the prospect, now, is that the work of the office, though con- 
stantly increasing, will hereafter be much easier in proportion 
to the amount. In this connection, it is but just to my pre- 
*decessor, to say, that considering the clerical force allowed 
him, the work of the office seems to have been well done. 
During his administration of the duties of this office, some 
important reforms were inaugurated, the good results of 
which, will be recorded by the impartial verdict of time. à 


CONCLUSION. 


Finally, I trust it may not be thought egotistic to say, 
that during the past year I have labored with all my strength * 
and humble ability to improve the general condition of this 
office. To the discharge of its varied and intricate duties, 
I have devoted my time and my service, unreservedly ; and 
if, in the midst of the manifold labors which the law requires, 
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I have made mistakes, it certainly ought not to be adjudged 


a matter of surprise. The work of the year, however, be it 


good or bad, has been performed with the best interests of 
the State in view; and such as it is, I present it for the thor- 
ough inspection, the free criticism; and the intelligent judg- 
mont of the people of Kansas.
